Warm winter may 
lead to drought, 
insect swarms 

weather Balmy 
temperatures and snow-

Dodging disdpline 

RCMP won't punish cop who shot man dead because it neglected review 


No discipline will be 
imposed on an RCMP offi¬ 
cer who fatally shot a No¬ 
va Scotia man in his own 
home because the force 
neglected to start a review 
of the constable’s actions 
within its legally required 
time frame. 

In January, the RCMP 
launched a disciplinary re¬ 
view of Const. Jeremy 
Frenette’s actions in 2008 
shooting of John Simon, 
weeks after receiving a re¬ 
port by the Halifax Region¬ 
al Police into the incident. 

But the review ended 
shortly after it began once 
the Mounties realized it 
didn’t start the process 
within a year as required 
by law, RCMP spokes¬ 
woman Brigdit Leger said 
Thursday. 

“It was a gap in our

Two arrested

N.S. won’t have say in gains: Dexter 

Direct profits from Daewoo pact not certain McNeil blasts ‘sweetheart deal’ 


There is no guarantee No¬ 
va Scotia taxpayers’ stake 
in a wind turbine plant 
will result in any potential 
profits flowing into 
provincial coffers, Premier 
Darrell Dexter said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The decision on what 
happens to any profits in 
the government’s joint 
venture with South Kore¬ 
an manufacturing giant 
Daewoo Shipbuilding and 
Marine Engineering Inc. at 
the former TrentonWorks 
railcar factory will be 
made by the new compa¬ 
ny’s board of directors, 
Dexter said outside a cabi¬ 
net meeting. 

Earlier this week, Eco¬ 
nomic Development Min¬ 
ister Percy Paris said any 
profits from the 
province’s 49 per cent 
share of the company 
would go into provincial 



coffers. 

But Dex¬ 
ter said the 
board, 
which will 
have one 
member 
from the

province, 
could either 
decide to pay out any prof¬ 
its in dividends, retain 
them as earnings for a set 
period or use the money 
to reinvest in the compa¬ 
ny. The premier said the 
province would benefit 
under any of those scenar¬ 
ios. 

“If the capital value of 
the company goes up be¬ 
cause of reinvestment, 
then that means the 49 
per cent share to the 
province increases in val¬ 
ue,” Dexter said. “The idea 
that the choice between 
dividends and investment 


in the company is some¬ 
how a bad thing, I don’t 
think really bears any real 
scrutiny.” 

Senior government offi¬ 
cials have been downplay¬ 
ing the risks taxpayers 
face in the joint venture, 
which was announced last 
week. They’ve expressed 
confidence in Daewoo 
Shipbuilding as a strong 
partner with nearly $11 
billion US in revenues. 

Nova Scotia has sunk 
$60 million into the $90- 
million deal that will see 
the company manufacture 
components for wind tur¬ 
bines, including support 
towers and rotor blades. 
Some $40 million of that 
figure is comprised of vari¬ 
ous loans for capital and 
the purchase of the moth¬ 
balled plant’s assets from 
its receivers.

A new annual event is 
aiming to convince Haligo¬ 
nians to forgo bottled 
water and love their taps. 

Clean Nova Scotia hosted 
Halifax’s first annual Bot¬ 
tled Water Free Day Thurs¬ 
day at Grand Parade in the 
city’s downtown. Volun¬ 
teers handed out reusable 
water bottles to passersby 
in exchange for their signa¬ 
ture on an “I Love Halifax 
Tap Water” poster. 

According to Clean Nova 
Scotia spokeswoman Shel¬ 
ley Bellafontaine, HRM’s 
clean tap water is a viable 
alternative to environmen¬ 
tally costly plastic water 
bottles. 

“We want to encourage 
citizens to consider drink¬ 
ing our excellent quality tap 
water... as an alternative to 
buying bottled water,” she 
said. “We’re not anti-con¬ 
sumerism concerning the 
water bottle industry, but 
what we want people to 
consider is the cost to the 
environment.” 


Bellafontaine said the en¬ 
vironmental cost of bottled 
water may be larger than 
people realize. 

“It takes petroleum prod¬ 
ucts to create a plastic water 
bottle ... (and) transporta¬ 
tion costs are incurred to 


get that bottle to market,” 
said Bellafontaine. “So the 
greenhouse gas emissions 
that are released as a result 
of getting a bottle to market 
can be prohibitive.” 

Bellafontaine also noted 
the personal economic 


costs of buying bottled 
water. 

Sydney native Pat Almon 
concurs. 

“Why buy water when it 
comes out of the tap any¬ 
way? It’s like paying for it 
twice,” she said. 


Tips released 
for deterring 
coyotes 

precautions A record 
amount of calls regarding 
coyote sightings across No¬ 
va Scotia has prompted the 
province’s department of 
natural resources to release 
what it refers to as a 
reminder on how to 
discourage the animal from 
coming near your home. 

Some precautions 
include keeping property 
free of unsecured garbage, 
making sure compost bins 
are secured and having 
small pets indoors or super¬ 
vised when on a leash. 

If a person encounters a 
coyote, the department ad¬ 
vises to not feed, touch or 
photograph the animal, re¬ 
main calm and back away 
slowly. If the animal shows 
signs of aggression, it’s sug¬ 
gested you act bigger and 
stronger. Should the 
animal attack you, the de¬ 
partment suggests fighting 
back aggressively. 

Department biologist 
Mike O’Brien advised the 
risk of being attacked and 
injury from coyotes is “ex¬ 
tremely low.”

The federal government 
has introduced legislation 
to extend formal Indian 
status to the

the grandchildren was dis¬ 
criminatory. 

“This legislation pro¬ 
vides an excellent opportu¬ 
nity to address long-stand¬ 
ing gender discrimination 
related to Indian registra¬ 
tion,” Strahl said. 

The B.C. Court of Appeal 
gave Ottawa a deadline of 


April 6, 2010, to change 
the law. 

The government has ap¬ 
plied for an extension to 
push that deadline to the 
end of the current parlia¬ 
mentary session. 

NDP critic Jean Crowder 
said her party will support 
the bill, although she said 
it doesn’t address broader 
native questions.

Former construction union boss 
faces fraud and forgery charges 


warrant An influential 
leader in a powerful con¬ 
struction union in Quebec 
is being sought on fraud 
and forgery charges. 

A warrant has been is¬ 
sued for the arrest of Joce¬ 
lyn Dupuis for crimes al¬ 
legedly committed in 2007 
and 2008 while he was at 
the helm of the Quebec 
Federation of Labour’s in¬ 
fluential construction 
wing. 

Dupuis, 55, was the orga¬ 
nization’s director-general 
for 11 years before being 
forced to resign. 

Dupuis, who is reported¬ 
ly on vacation in Florida, is 
facing three charges — one 
each of fraud, forging docu¬ 
ments and counselling an¬ 
other person to commit 
the forging of a document. 

That alleged third of¬ 
fence wasn’t carried out. 


Quebec provincial police 
declined to comment. 

In a statement, the con¬ 
struction wing says its cur¬ 
rent leadership handed 
over all the documents and 
bills to the Quebec provin¬ 
cial police in March 2009. 

It reiterated that the cur¬ 
rent union administration 
faces no charges. 

The Crown alleges 
Dupuis defrauded the con¬ 
struction wing of more 
than $5,000 between Dec. 
2, 2007, and Nov. 11, 2008. 

He is also accused of pro¬ 
ducing 208 false docu¬ 
ments related to 39 weekly 
expense accounts and 169 
restaurant bills. 

The Quebec Federation 
of Labour is the largest 
union in the province and 
its construction wing repre¬ 
sents about 70,000 work¬ 
ers.

New Chilean president’s 
first day marred by quakes 


The earth shook Thursday 
as dignitaries walked in for 
the swearing-in of Sebast¬ 
ian Pinera as Chile’s presi¬ 
dent. 

The president and his 
ministers then quickly 
swore their oaths, and the 
audience of 2,000 headed 
for the exits, joining an 
evacuation called out of 
concern that Thursday’s re¬ 
peated aftershocks would 
set off another tsunami. 

Inauguration Day was 
peppered with more than a 
dozen significant after¬ 
shocks, amply demonstrat¬ 
ing Pinera’s challenges af¬ 
ter last month’s magni¬ 
tude-8.8 quake, one of the 
biggest in modern history. 

Chile’s first elected right- 
wing president in 52 years 
won office promising to 
improve the economy. He 


says he’ll be the “recon¬ 
struction president.” His 
advice to citizens: “Let’s 
dry our tears and put our 
hands to work.” 

But relief efforts stalled 
Thursday as 
more than 
10 earth¬ 
quakes 
shook Chile 
in a span of 
six hours. 

The 

strongest, at 
6.9, nearly 
matched the 
7.0-magni¬ 
tude quake that devastated 
Haiti on Jan. 12. 

Pinera said there were no 
reports of more deaths, but 
a key highway suffered 
more damage in the inland 
city of Rancagua, and vio¬ 
lent waves hit the coastal 


towns of Pichilemu and Bu- 
calemu, Interior Minister 
Rodrigo Hinzpeter said. 

Pinera urged citizens to 
heed the Chilean navy’s 
tsunami warning and seek 
higher ground. Then he 
made a show of normality, 
greeting other presidents 
for lunch at the Cerro 
Castillo summer palace, 
where he left them and 
boarded a helicopter to 
tour disaster areas. 

The inauguration had 
lasted just 30 minutes, 
marked by three of the af¬ 
tershocks. One prompted 
Colombia's Alvaro Uribe to 
leave the hall for several 
minutes. Outgoing presi¬ 
dent Michelle Bachelet sat 
unperturbed as a nearby 
flower arrangement rocked 
back and forth.

It’s a different view from the top 



t’s difficult to compre¬ 
hend how a politician 
seemingly in such per¬ 
fect harmony with the 
populist political Zeit¬ 
geist eight months ago 
could have become so cym- 
bal-clangingly tone deaf so 
quickly. 

Darrell Dexter got him¬ 
self elected premier by 


channelling Coffee-at-the- 
Tims Everyman. He was 
like us, only smarter. We 
could — and did — trust 
him. 

We forgave him for lying 
to us during the election 
campaign because ... well, 
we wanted to be lied to. It 
helped get us over the 
emotional hump of turfing 
out a government that de¬ 
served to go in order to 
vote for a bunch of un¬ 
tried, are-they-really- 
socialist New Democrats. 

That the current MLA ex¬ 
penses excesses have be¬ 
come such a sticking scan¬ 
dal shows just how badly 
Dexter has stumbled. 


When the auditor gener¬ 
al’s report broke in Janu- 
aiy, Dexter could — rightly 

— have argued he’d 
already begun re¬ 
forming the system, 
that his party’s fall 
legislative package 

— which banned 
corporate and union 
donations, eliminat¬ 
ed over-generous al¬ 
lowances for depart¬ 
ing and defeated 
MLAs and sliced 
computer expenses for 
members — was a strong 
first step. And more 
change was on the way... 

The fact the premier was 
out of town — on vaca¬ 


tion, at the Olympics, at a 
premier’s meeting in 
Washington — as the 
messy stories 

seeped, spilled and 
ultimately flooded 
into the public 
prints made for 
awkward optics. 

Even that could 
have been managed. 
We don’t expect our 
premier to sit, quill 
in hand, puzzling 
over the minutiae of 
legislation. He had given 
the orders; we could judge 
the results when the legis¬ 
lation was tabled. Besides, 
his response was the cor¬ 
rect one. I wasn’t the pre¬ 


mier who started the sys¬ 
tem, but I will be the one 
to put an end to it. 

But then came news the 
NDP had failed to return 
$45,000 in illicit union 
contributions Dexter him¬ 
self — during the dying 
days of last June’s cam¬ 
paign — claimed had been 
returned. 

And then it emerged 
that Dexter — whose ex¬ 
pensive tastes in electron¬ 
ics and a briefcase raised 
eyebrows — had been 
billing the public purse for 
his $3,800 annual bar soci¬ 
ety fees. 

Pre-premier Dexter 
would have immediately 


understood how that 
would play down at Tims, 
mea culpa-ed and moved 
on. The New Darrell tried 
to justify it all. By the time 
he finally gave up and gave 
in Wednesday, he’d used 
up all the political capital 
he’d accumulated over a 
decade in opposition. 

Just in time to deliver a 
very bad-news budget that 
will require all the political 
capital he’s squandered — 
and much more. 

We are in for interesting 
times.

Keeping your plastic fantastically safe

There’s a good chance 
you’ve had that call from 
your bank or credit card 
company telling you your 
credit card has been com¬ 
promised and you need a 
new one. That happened to 
me two months ago. And 
when I asked the customer 
service rep how my card 
was stolen, she mentioned 
thieves stealing the infor¬ 
mation off computers. 

It’s kind of ironic, be¬ 
cause at Marketplace that 
was just the story we were 
working on — the newest 
way crooks are stealing 


your debit and credit card 
numbers. They’re called 
“smash-and-grab” thieves 
— they drive through store 
doors, or smash through 
restaurant windows — and 
make off with a hard drive 
attached to the point-of-sale 
terminal (where they swipe 
your card). 

Why? Because we’ve 
learned that hundreds — 
even thousands — of debit 
and credit card numbers 
can remain stored on the 
computer hard drive. Even 
after it’s supposedly been 
wiped clean. 

The crooks are hitting 
small outlets and major 
chains alike. So we’ve put 
together a few tips to pro¬ 
tect your plastic. 

Whenever possible, pay 
cash. It might seem a bit 
Dark Ages, but every expert 
we talked to told us they 
don’t trust point-of-sale ter¬ 


minals (or those smaller 
hand-held debit machines). 

If you must pay with plas¬ 
tic, security experts we 
talked to suggest you don’t 
use your debit card. Pull out 
your credit card because 
any fraudulent charges are 
guaranteed to be reim¬ 
bursed by the credit card 
company. 

Check your credit card 
statements carefully. Con¬ 
firm you made all the pur¬ 
chases. If there’s something 
on the statement you can’t 
account for, call your credit 
card company immediately 
(then document the date 
and time you called and the 
name of the person who 
handled your call). 

If you have concerns, ask 
the retailer how they en¬ 
sure your information is se¬ 
cure. Do they wipe the hard 
drive clean eveiy night? Of 
course, in our research, we 


discovered that even 
though companies thought 
their terminals were safe, 
they weren’t. But asking 
makes the point that you 
care about how your infor¬ 
mation is handled. 

If your card does get com¬ 
promised, ask the bank 
where and how your infor¬ 
mation was stolen. Unlike 
in the U.S., there’s no law in 
Canada forcing the banks 
to cough up that informa¬ 
tion — but the more that 
people demand to know, 
the greater the pressure on 
banks to inform customers 
(versus protecting the mer¬ 
chant).

Brad Gushue will have to 
take the road less 
travelled if he wants to 
win the Brier title that has 
eluded him in six previous 
attempts. 

The Newfoundland and 
Labrador slap clinched a 
playoff spot at the Tim 
Hortons Brier on Thursday 
night at the Metro Centre, 
defeating Quebec’s Sergei 
Reid 8-2 to finish fourth 
overall with an 8-3 record. 

The odds are daunting 
from here. The 29-year-old 
is up against Alberta’s 
Kevin Koe in the win-or-go- 
home 3-4 Page playoff 
game on Saturday at noon. 
Since the Page playoff sys¬ 
tem was implemented in 
1995, no one has won the 
Brier via the 3-4 game.

disbelief that he could land 
a “hard 10.” 

A familiar storyline that 
could’ve easily been forget¬ 
table, Smith smartly aims 
for the heart but goes for 
the groin by punctuating a 
formulaic film with seat- 
squirming indecency. Fol¬ 
lowing the similar gross-out 


style mastered by the Farrel- 
ly Brothers, the most mem¬ 
orable moments of League 
come courtesy of excruciat¬ 
ing sequences involving 
guys’ genital grooming and 
premature ejaculation.

Politics, action 
don’t gel in Zone

Green Zone is a curious 
new creation by the 
Bourne Ultimatum 
actor/director team of 
Matt Damon and Paul 
Greengrass. 

The film wants to be both 
a complicated drama about 
the questionable motives 
behind the U.S. invasion of 
Iraq and a relentless action 
thriller. 

Each element is done well 
in isolated sequences, but 
they are awkwardly shoe¬ 
horned together into a two- 
hour running time that can 
barely contain all of the 
ideas and explosions. 

Had the filmmakers fo¬ 
cused on making either an 
intimate political drama or 
a popcorn action flick, this 
could have been an excel¬ 
lent film. Instead it’s merely 


a muddled, but interesting 
movie that should have 
been more. 

Damon stars in action 
hero mode as a soldier 
whose missions to discover 
WMDs keep turning up 
empty despite constant ca¬ 
sualties on both sides. 

He tries to uncover the 
truth and learns that all of 
the intelligence reports are 
coming from questionable 
sources, the CIA doesn’t 
seem to know what’s going 
on, and a high profile 
American journalist is writ¬ 
ing articles about an in¬ 
formant in Iraq who might 
not exist. 

It’s a big complicated 
mess, not unlike what real¬ 
ly happened in Iraq. 

But with consistent ac¬ 
tion beats coming every 15- 
20 minutes, it can be frus¬ 
trating to slingshot from 
confusion to stylized bat¬ 
tles. 

The actors are well cast 
and the production is ex¬ 
pertly executed, but some¬ 
thing about the balance just 
doesn’t seem right and it 
quickly becomes distract¬ 
ing. 

Part of this comes down 


to director Greengrass who 
creates films with an inordi¬ 
nate emphasis on realism. 

Green Zone is shot with 
an endlessly shaking docu¬ 
mentary-style camera and 
features an incredibly de¬ 
tailed production design 
that puts the audience in 
the heart of the battle. 

But the plot is laid in such 
a conventional matter that 
it will often take viewers 
out of the immersive expe¬ 
rience. 

So much of Green Zone is 
done well that it’s an impos¬ 
sible movie to hate, but it 
doesn’t add up to more 
than a sum of it’s impres¬ 
sive parts.

" ourtney Love wants 
to talk. And she 
does — for almost

The occasion is the re¬ 
lease of Skinny Little B—, 
the solid first single from 
Nobody’s Daughter, the 
first Hole album since 
1998’s Celebrity Skin. 

“The disaster record (her 
2004 solo album, Ameri¬ 
ca’s Sweetheart) didn’t 
count any more than Mick 
Jaggger should count She’s 
the Boss (his 1985 solo 
bomb).” 

Over the course of our 
conversation, which in¬ 
cluded countless stream- 
of-consciousness de¬ 
tours, unexpected tan¬ 
gents, name-drops and 
revelations, I learned the 
following: 

• After a stint as a strip¬ 
per in Japan in the early 
’80s, Courtney had de¬ 
signs on being a record 
producer. She dropped 
into Windmill Lane 
studios 


Dublin to drop off a re¬ 
sume ended up working 
with U2 on October for 
five days “before I was 
fired.” She didn’t mention 
why. 

• She almost had Mariah 
Carey sing back-up on No¬ 
body’s Daughter, which 
would have required her to 
sing some interesting pro¬ 
fanities. Sadly, it wasn’t 
meant to be. 

• Courtney didn’t write a 
song for almost four years 
because she had become 
far too comfortable in her 
Beverly Hills home, but 
then she was hit with her 
own financial crisis. 
“Frances (her daughter) 

getting 
me 



of L.A. was really good be¬ 
cause I wasn’t leaving the 
house. We had some very 
scaiy times. They froze my 
bank account. I had 120 
bucks. I’ve been poor be¬ 
fore — but maybe it’s good 
with checking in to be 
poor because then you get 
hungiy again.” She sought 
out Duff McKagan (Guns ‘N 
Roses, Velvet Revolver) for 
financial advice because he 
has an MBA and writes a fi¬ 
nancial column. 

• Both she and husband 
Kurt Cobain disagreed on 
the choice of Smells Like 
Teen Spirit as the first sin¬ 
gle from Nevermind. They 
both wanted In Bloom 
while the record company 
initially wanted Lithium. 

• Courtney is pressing 
ahead with the bio-pic on 
Kurt called Heavier Than 
Heaven. She knows who 
has been cast in the lead 
roles but she won’t say 
anymore than that. 

• She also has an idea for 
a Lollapalooza-like festival 
| and is currently trying to 

enlist support from her 
circle of celebrity friends. 

There’s more — some 
of which you can hear for 
yourself at exploremu- 
sic.com — but it’s going 
to take me a while to 
sort through the rest of 
the interview. No¬ 
body’s Daughter will 
finally be released 
April 27.

A new Hendrix experience

Valleys of 
Neptune is 
not the Hen¬ 
drix holy grail. Not even 
close. While it is several 
notches above previous 
posthumous releases (First 
Rays of the Rising Sun ex¬ 
cluded), Valleys of Neptune 
remains a compendium of 
outtalces and warm-up 
tracks. There is little here 


that approaches the genius 
so evident in the albums re¬ 
leased during Hendrix’s all- 
too short life. The majority 
of these 12 studio tracks 
were recorded in the spring 
of 1969. It was a turbulent 
time for the Jimi Hendrix 
Experience. Bassist Noel 
Redding left part way 
through, replaced by Billy 
Cox. 

Eddie Kramer, original 
soundman the Hendrix 
originals, has lovingly re¬ 
mastered the recordings, 
but still the magic isn’t 
there. 

There are three rework¬ 
ings of songs dating from 
1967’s Are You Experienced 
— Stone Free, Fire and Red 
House. It’s hard to imagine 
Hendrix, ever wanting 
them released. There is also 


Hendrix’s instrumental 
take on the Cream hit Sun¬ 
shine of Your Love. Fans 
would like to point to this 
as proof Hendrix was better 
than Eric Clapton. There’s 
no knockout punch here, 
though. 

The fiery solos on the 
blues tracks Hear My Train 
A Cornin’ and Ships Passing 
Through the Night are the 
only real standouts. 

Better news for Hendrix 
fans is Sony’s release this 
week of remastered ver¬ 
sions of the guitar wizard’s 
core catalogue — Are You 
Experienced, Axis: Bold as 
Love, Electric Ladyland, 
Band of Gypsys and the 
posthumous First Rays of 
the Rising Sun. these 
repackaged works are must 
haves for Hendrix fans.

music It’s been a couple 
years since Wintersleep’s 
Weighty Ghost crashed on¬ 
to radio with thud, sending 
the band on tours to far 
flung places and opening 
gigs for the likes of Paul 
McCartney. 

Weighty Ghost was pret¬ 
ty, um, heavy and frontman 
Paul Murphy’s new project 
Postdata — recorded with 
his brother in 2008 — goes 
further down that rabbit 
hole, frequently tossing out 
references to Alzheimer’s, 
girls being carried away by 
paramedics and whispering 
to ghosts. 

“The album was written 
the year our grandparents 
died, and we didn’t record 
it with the thought of re¬ 
leasing it,” Murphy said of 
the deeply personal album. 
“We just played it into a 
laptop. But after hearing it, 
we kind of got into the 
mood.” 

Don’t mistake Postdata’s 
self-titled debut for a bleak 
set of songs, however. 
Rather, it’s the kind of quiet, 
bedroom affair that briefly 
flirted with becoming huge 
back when Red House 
Painters were soundtrack¬ 
ing Gap commercials. Far 
from having to rely on the 


sometimes harrowing top¬ 
ics at hand, Postdata’s bare 
bones subtlety leaves 
enough space for its sound 
to create an impact all its 
own. In another life, album 
highlight Paranoid Clusters 
could have the heart and 
tempo of a Celtic stomper 
that betrays Murphy’s Nova 
Scotia roots. It may also of¬ 
fer hints to future collabora¬ 
tions between the Murphys. 

“That was one of the first 
songs that was written for 
this album, it’s one of my 
favourites,” Murphy says. 

“But it’s hard to say what 
would happen if we made 
another record together. 
You don’t want to box your¬ 
self into anything.” 

Having just road tested 
the material to rave reviews 
on a European tour, Postda¬ 
ta have a handful of Canadi¬ 
an dates slotted for the 
spring before Murphy re¬ 
turns to his day job with 
Wintersleep, which is 
working one a new album 
set for a May release. 

“The crowds were great, 
but it was a little different. 
It definitely wasn’t a Win¬ 
tersleep crowd.” 

And this definitely isn’t a 
Wintersleep album. But for 
fans of Murphy’s better- 
known work, Postdata is a 
chance to catch him in a 
moment of intimacy that 
might never be repeated.

atmospheric acoustics 
would make the perfect 
soundtrack to a dark Win¬ 
nipeg night, while the 
lyrics “Never could get 
used to those Winnipeg 
Winds ... Sleepwalking 
with skeleton keys jan¬ 
gling,” should sound famil¬ 
iar to any Pegger trying to 
unlock a door as the early 
morning breeze freezes 
their hands at the knuck¬ 
les. 

Collett says his decision 
to talk about Canadian lo¬ 
cales on this disc was most¬ 
ly for fun. There are so 
many American songs that 
reference places — like 
Memphis or Route 66 — so 
he wanted to see what he 
could come up with using 
Canadian spots. 

“American mythology 
looms so large in all our 
minds,” he says.

If we can glean anything 
from Jason Collett’s life, it’s 
that he likes family. The 
Toronto-based singer- 
songwriter has a couple of 
teenage kids, has spent 
many months on the road 
as part of Canada’s biggest 
musical clan, Broken Social 
Scene, and now he’s 
watching his backing 
band, Zeus, grow up.

Someone is missing from Top Model 

A British TV series questions whether there is a place for disabled women in modelling

Is the fashion world ready 
for a disabled model? 

Probably not, says So¬ 
phie Morgan, one of eight 
disabled women vying for 
a modeling career on the 
reality series Britain’s Miss¬ 
ing Top Model. 

“I loved that the show 
raised that question and 
tried to answer it,” says 
Morgan, who was para¬ 
lyzed below her chest in a 
car accident six years ago.

“But in the end, I decid¬ 
ed it would be a challenge 
and a weird thing to do.

Labine 'nothing special' 

Actor credits parents for his down-to-earth approach 


When Tyler Labine was 
starting to get some 
success as a young actor in 
Canada his parents gave 
him some blunt advice: 
“There’s nothing special 
about what you do.”

One-pot Chicken 
Casserole with 
Creamy Sherry 
Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp olive oil 
8 skinless boneless chick¬ 
en thighs 

250 g button mushrooms 

6 oz (175 g) baby leeks 

4 small turnips, peeled 

and quartered 

500 g pre-washed small 

new potatoes 

2 1/3 cups chicken stock, 

made with stock cube 

4 tbsp medium or sweet 

sherry 

200 g green beans 
1 tbsp cornstarch 
1 cup plain low-fat yogurt 
Grated zest of 1 lemon 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in pot. Add 
chicken; season and cook 
over high heat 2 minutes, 
turning. Remove from pot 
and set aside. 

2. Add mushrooms to pot 
and cook over high heat, 
stirring, 1 minute. Reduce 
heat; add leeks, then 


turnips and potatoes. 

3. Pour in stock and sher¬ 
ry. Bring to boil. Add 
chicken and juices from 
plate. Reduce heat, cover 
and cook 10 minutes. 

4. Add beans, cover and 
bubble until chicken and 
vegetables are cooked. Di¬ 
vide among four plates. 
Keep warm. 

5. Boil stock uncovered 
over high heat 5 minutes 
to reduce. Meanwhile, mix 
cornstarch with yogurt 
and lemon zest. 

6. Gradually add most of 

reduced stock to yogurt 
mixture, stirring, and 
pour back into pot. Boil, 
stirring, to thicken sauce. 
Pour some sauce over 
chicken and vegetables; 
serve remainder separate¬ 
ly.
